for X = 5.4 in Sample No. 24. This appears on 
page 109. 


In the text under the subheading ‘‘Means Chart” 
on page 109, the reference in the first line should be 
to Figure 2, not to Figure 1. 


On Figure 3 on page 110, LCLz plotted in the 
upper half should be equal to 5.4, not 5.6.

Mr. Thomas K. Witt of the Xerox Corporation in 
Pittsford, N. Y., notes that there is a typographical 
transposition in the data given to test Model B. The 
sixth X value is given correctly as 218.1 in the pro- 
gram printout and incorrectly as 128.1 in the input 
data on page 115. 

He also notes a legibility problem on page 117. In 
the listing, the value of U is equal to G3/A32-G2/A22, 
but the G2 is blurred. 
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
